“The Russians 

have always 

spoken of their 

government 

with the slang 

word  ‘troika,’ 

which means a 

three-- horse 

sleigh. The party, the army, 
the police . . . these were the 
three horses that pulled the sled. 

““‘But what has caused all the 
diplomats, intelligence officers, 
and students of Slavic affairs to 
wonder. is the question: What 
will happen now that the old 
and trusted driver of the horses, 
Stalin, is gone? They will work 
together for a while but there 
must bea driver.”’ 

Now ‘“‘things’’ begin to happen 
in Russia—and they are fasci- 
nating. 

Stalin was raised to the point 
of divinity. He became, by de- 
Sign, a sort of Pope for the 
Communist world, and the Krem- 
lin, to which they all looked, 
was, In the same sense, a sort 
of Vatican for the Communists. 
Since the death of Stalin these 
Soviet bloc nations have all 
taken the trouble to pledge their 
loyalty and to say that they con- 
tinue to look toward Moscow for 
“light and guidance.”’ 

But, not even they, in their 
pell-mell hurry to cry their loy- 
alty, have indicated they regard 
Georgi Malenkov as the reincar- 
nation of Stalin. 

He is the prime minister— 
but he remains just one of the 
three horses pulling the sleigh. 


Press 


One reason we know so little 
about Russia is that there is no 
free press in that country. 

Therefore, we do not know 
what the rivalries are. But, since 
the men who pull the troika, and 
those who serve them, are hvu- 
man, we know there are dif- 
ferences of opinion. They all 
agreed, once Stalin was dead, to 
undo what he had done in Oc- 
tober. Stalin had abolished the 
Politburo and put in its place a 
Presidium of the Central Com- 
mittee with 36 members. When 
he died the troika quiekly re- 
duced it to 10, and made it in 
effect, ea tighter Politburo than 
before. 

So, they differed with Stalin, 
and there is at least the indica- 
.tion they thought he was wrong 
in so expanding the ruling group. 
At any rate, when he was gone 
they wanted to have a firmer 
grip. 

Here in this country we know 
full well there is a split in the 
Republican party. The thought- 
ful persons are aware of the 
shrewd, dangerous-to-liberty 
machinations of McCarthy, 
which are so alike the Commu- 
nist methods of suppression. We 
know there is a bitter division 
in the Democratic party. We 
are fully informed of the isola- 
tionist wing of the GOP which 
does not like Eisenhower. 


Alphabet 

But, no Russian ever learns 
of any difference of opinion in 
his government because neither 
his press, radio nor magazines is 
allowed so much as to hint at it. 
It may seem fantastic to Ameri- 
cans, but it is a litera] fact that 
the press and radio in Russia 
are told what names to mention 
first in any list. And there is 
a true story of a radio announc- 
er who once made an error and 
called off the names of Kremlin 
notables in alphabetica] order. 
He was called on the carpet and 
told that in Moscow the alphabet 
began with ‘‘S’’ for Stalin and 
(at the time) “‘M’’ was the sec- 
ond letter, Molotov then being 
high in favor. 

So, those who try to figure 
what is happening in Russia 
have only their skill in deduction 
and the information which is 
obtained from those who escape 
from the Soviet zones. 

There were two theories on 
top when I recently left Wash- 
ington. One was that the army 
and Beria of the secret police 
had got together and were going 
to insist on changes. Malenkov’s 
great rival was Marshal Zhda- 
nov. He died mysterivusly. 
Now, Malenkov has said Zhda- 
nov was poisoned by Jewish doc- 
tors. But, that was before Stal- 
in died. And since? No word 
at all. 

The other theory was that un- 
efficial word had been received 
in Washington that the Soviets 
wanted to “talk.” 

Hence, the enormous impor- 
tance of the present Soviet an- 
nouncements. Is it a trick? Or 
is the troika on the way to a 
new driver?

Ike Moves

WASHINGTON, March 30—P— 
President Eisenhower called to- 
day for a new blueprint of ‘‘prop- 
er’’ federal-state relationships 
aimed at getting Uncle Sam out 
of many state affairs and reliev- 
ing citizens from paying ‘‘taxes 
on taxes.”’ 

He asked Congress, in a spe- 
cial message, to set up a com- 
mission to make a thorough study 
of federal-state-local responsibili- 


ties and to come up with a plan 
setting up ‘“‘clear lines of au- 


| thority’”’ in the fields of educa- 


tion, health, social security, taxa- 
tion und other activities. 

‘In many cases,”’ teh President 
said, particularly under recest 
Democratic administrations, ‘‘the 
Federal Government has entered 
fields which, under our Constitu- 
tion, are the primary responsi- 


bilities of state and local govern- 
ments.”’ 


Riders Want Trolleys 
Off Downtown Streets 


Elimination of trolleys from Forsyth, Peachtree and 
Whitehall streets in downtown Atlanta was recommended 
by trolley riders Monday as a means of improving the 
traffic-jammed transportation system. 


In letters to the State Senate 
transit investigating committee, 
Atlantans suggested bus shuttle 
service in the heart of the busi- 
ness area, subways, cross-town 
belt-lines, and rerouting of trol- 
leys to eliminate the bottlenecks. 


All committee meinbers said 
‘they were impressed by the ‘‘con- 
structive suggestions’’ offered by 
about 75 riders. 

The committee employed 
George Goodwin, executive direc- 
tor of the Central Atlanta Im- 
provement Association, as execu- 
tive secretary on a part-time ba- 
Sis to co-ordinate transit studies 
made by several groups. Goodwin 
will continue in his present job 
and the appointment will be sub- 
ject to approval by the associa- 
tion’s policy committee. 

It prepared to employ experts 
soon to make a survey and rec- 
ommendations. It expected the 
study to cost between $15,000 and 
$20,000, and to cover traasit, ac- 
cess roads, off-street parking, on- 
street parking ‘‘and other fac- 
tors.’’ It expects the City of At- 
lanta and the State of Georgia to 
share the cost of financing the 
study, spokesmen said.

WASHINGTON, March 30—The 
Senate approved and sent to the 
White House today a joint resolu- 
tion to speed the creation of 4 
department of health, education 
and welfare, with full cabinet 
status, fashioned out of the 
present elements of the Federal 
Security Agency. The resolution 
would permit the new depart- 
ment to come into being 10 days 
after signature by President 
Eisenhower. ) 

As in the House debate on the 
measure, speakers took it for 
Oveta Culp 
Hobby, now director of the Fed- 
eral Security Agency, would be- 
come the first Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 


SPEED NOTED 


Such objections as were e&x- 
pressed in the Senate today were 
addressed to the speed with which 
the new setup was being rushed 
through Congress. Senator Smith, 
Republican of Maine, told the 
Senate that, should the proposal 
run the full procedure provided 
under the Reorganization Act, 
the new department could not 
come into existence before “May 
22. 

Under the procedure she advo- 
cated, on behalf of the commit- 
tee on government operations, it 
would be a going concern early 
in April, she predicted. 
HASTE EXPLAINED 

Senator Taft of Ohio, Republi- 
can floor leader, explained that 
haste was needed so that Mrs. 
Hobby could proceed with effec- 
tive organization of the new de- 
partment. 

Senator McLellan, Democrat of 
Arkansas, one of the main critics 
of the speedy procedure, said he 
understood Mrs. Hobby wanted 
to get rid of a number of civil 
service employees now in the 
Federal Security Agency, and 
could accomplish this objective 
during the reorganization by 
abolishing their jobs.

Capt. Lewis Carl Bowen of At- 
lanta, T/Sgt. I. M. Daniel of Ma- 
con and four other airmen were 
killed when a Hunter AFB B-29 
crashed in the Azores Sunday 
night, the Air Force reported 
Monday. 

A/2C Arthur L. ‘Turk Jr. of 
Tifton was one of nine men 
listed as injured in the crash.

Eleven crewmen and four pas- 
sengers, all military personnel, 
were aboard the bomber, which 
fell in flames after taking off 
from Lajes Field.

McCarthy 
Deal Called 


Damaging 


WASHINGTON, March 30—(P}— 
The Eisenhower administration 
today accused Senator McCarthy 
(Rep., Wis.) of invading the field 
of diplomacy and ‘“‘undermining”’ 
its efforts to cut off shipping to 
Communist countries. 

The new Republican adminis- 
tration also charged McCarthy 
tried to grab credit for an agree- 
ment under which Greek flag ves- 
sels are forbidden to trade with 
Red China or North Korea. 


3 IN FIGHT 

Central figures in the new fight 
were McCarthy, the State depart- 
ment, and Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator Harold E. Stassen, 
who testified before McCarthy’s 
permanent Senate investigating 
committee as it opened hearings 
on Allied trade with Iron Curtain 
countries. 


In a bitter public exchange, 
Stassen accused McCarthy of 
“not co-operating’ with the ad- 
ministration and of being ‘‘face- 
tious.’”’ The GOP senator angrily 
charged that Stassen was treat- 
ing lightly a matter of “‘life and 
death’”’ to men in the Korean war. 


As Stassen was testifying, the 
State department announced that 
the Greek government agreed 
March 23 to forbid all Greek flag 
vessels to call at any Chinese 
or North Korean port. 


6 DAYS EARLIER 


This was six days before Mc: 
Cartigy announced that the staff 
of his committee had obtained 
from Greek ownets of 242 ships 
a promise not to trade with Red 
China, North’ Korea or any So- 
viet Far Eastern por's. 


At the height of their wrangle, 
Stassen demanded to know 
whether McCarthy got the agree- 
ment from the Greek ship owners 
by promising to call off the com- 
mittee’s investigation. 

“It is of no concern of yours 
how we got the agreement,’’ Mc- 
Carthy retorted angrily. 

Other committee members as- 
sured Stassen that no such prom- 
ises were made. 

Stassen said the only way to 
cut off strategic supplies to Red 
China and North Korea is through 
mutual negotiations among all 
Allied countries.

(—Communist China made a 
new offer to end the Korean War 
today, and Gen. Mark W. Clark 
said the UN Command was ready 
to resume full truce negotiations 
if the Red proposal ‘‘appears sin- 
cere.”’ 


The Communists offered to 
withdraw their earlier armistice- 
blocking demand that all war 
prisoners be sent back to their 
native countries whether they 
wanted to go or not. 


FIRST MEETING 


Meanwhile, Communist and 
United Nations’ negotiators met 
at Panmunjom at 2 p. m. (mid- 
night Atlanta time) in the first 
formal contact between the two 
sides since the Communists’ dra- 
matic offer. 


It was believed the Reds might 
come to today’s meeting with a 
formal note to Clark containing 
the war-ending offer made over 
Peiping Radio last night by Chi- 
nese Premier Chou En-lai. 

Clark made his comment about 
resumption of full truce talks 
when he arrived at an airport 
near Seoul with Secretary of the 
Army Stevens, who is on an in- 
spection tour of the Far East 
Command. 


CLARK’S REPLY 


The meeting today was called 
to allow an American liaison of- 
ficer to deliver to the Reds

reacted with guarded optimism to- 
day to Red China’s broadcast of- 
fer of a compromise on the Ko- 
rean prisoner of war issue which 
both sides say is the only obstacle 
to an armistice. 

V. K. Krishna Menon, Indian 
deputy delegation leader and au- 
thor of the U. N. truce proposals 
rejected by the Communists last 
December, called the new Chinese 
statement ‘‘the biggest news of the 
day.”’ 

HOPE, CHEER 

“It brings hope and cheer to 
thousands of millions of people,” 
Menon said in a U. N. broadcast 
beamed to India and the Orient 
generally. ‘‘Let us hope this is the 
beginning of peace.”’ 

Paul Martin, chief Canadian del- 
egate, said in another U. N. radio 
interview that “if genuine, the Chi- 
nese broadcast could lead to the 
end of the war in Korea and be 
the biggest news the world has had 
in 2% years. The Chinese state- 
ment overshadows everything now 
being discussed in the U. N.” 

At the same time the Big Five 
delegates put off until tomorrow 
a possible showdown vote on a 
successor to Secretary General 
Trygve Lie. The Big Five—Brit- 
ain, France, Nationalist China, 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
ion—apparently did not want to 
shut the door on an agreement on 
that troublésome problem while 
the Korean question is bubbling. 


LIKE INDIA’S 


The Chinese proposal, at first 
reading, appeared to be in line 


with the Indian plan, approved)

WASHINGTON, March 30—The 
State department spotted a num- 
ber of glaring ambiguities in 
Communist China's new offer to 
negotiate a truce in Korea today 
but agreed it was worth explor- 
ing. 

A department spokesman said 
tonight: ‘‘We of course welcome 
any indications that the Com- 
munists are now interested in 
resolving the entire prisoner of 
war question on a humanitarian 
basis.”’ 


STILL AVAILABLE 


He then called attention to the 
fact that United Nations Com- 
mand officers remained avail- 
able at the Punmonjom truce 
headquarters in Korea, where 
they could receive ‘‘any con- 
structive proposals or further 
communications with regard to 
armistice negotiations.’’ 


The Communist offer was con- 
tained in a radio broadcast from 
Peiping today by Chou En-lai, 
the 55-year-old premier who had 
just returned from Moscow. 


It attracted more attention in 
official quarters than has any 
other Chinese pronouncement 
Since the suspension of the truce 
talks at Punmunjom last October 
because for the first time it 
seemed to suggest that the Com- 
munists were willing to abandon 
their demands that all prisoners 
of war be forcibly repatriated, 
This was the sole remaining issue 
on the truce agenda. 


CHOU’S PROPOSAL 


The heart of Chou’s proposal 
was as follows: 


“To this end (of bringing about 
an armistice in the Korean War), 
the government of the People’s 
(Communist) Republic of China 
and the government of the Peo- 
pleple’s (Communist) Republic of 
Korea propose that both parties 
to the negotiations should under- 
take to repatriate, immediately 
after the cessation of hostilities, 
all those prisoners of war in their 
custody who insist on repatriation 
and to hand over the remaining 
prisoners of war to a neutral 
state so as to insure a just solu-

Anna Hubert. 

Police identified the nuns’ assailant as Dimitri Elefteria- 
dis, an accountant of the Greek Orthodox, faith. They said 
he admitted shooting the nuns r accusing them of trying 
to convert his sister, Anastasia, a graduate of Benoit College.

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McCarthy Aims 
Another Blow 


Those who wondered how long it 
would be before Senator McCarthy 
would aim another embarrassing blow 
at the Eisenhower administration al- 
ready have had their question an- 
swered. 

Before the smoke from the Bohlen 
fracas had cleared, the Wisconsin sen- 
ator announced that he had taken over 
the State department’s job in negoti- 
ating an agreement with Greek ship 
owners which should reduce the ship- 
ment of supplies to Communist China 
by 10 to 45 per cent. 

It develops now, however, that the 
State department has been negotiating 
with the Greek Government for 18 
months on this question and as a re- 
sult the latter had agreed six days ago 
to prohibit the shipment of strategic 
materials by Greek nationals or Greek 
ships‘to the Reds. 

In other words, McCarthy had suc- 
ceeded in getting an agreement with 
certain Greek ship owners to agree to 
do things that the two governments al- 
ready had made mandatory. 

The Wisconsin senator’s action was 
another challenge to the executive 
branch and to the State department. 
Under the Constitution, the power to 
negotiate with foreign nationals and 
foreign governments is reserved for the 
President. If McCarthy should pro- 
ceed to negotiate, with. his committee, 
with any and all nationals and any and 
all governments, only chaos could. re- 
sult. He will have, in effect, taken 
over the duties of the President and the 
State department in this connection. 

No, we haven’t heard the last of Mc- 
Carthy. His biggest battles with the 
administration are still in the future.

Actions Must Reveal 


Peaceful Intentions 


Red China Premier Chou En-lai’s 
reported compromise proposal to end 
the prisoner-of-war deadlock in the 
Korean armistice negotiations is anoth- 
er straw in the wind that could mean 
an end to the war and easing of the 
tensions on other fronts in the conflict 
with communism. Something definitely 
is brewing and whether this is another 
of the Red traps only the future can 
reveal. 

But the new proposal sounds nearer 
than anything yet to an acceptable so- 
lution of the POW snarl, the only issue 
now preventing a truce in Korea. The 
offer is very near to the compromise 
previously put forth by India, the only 
unknown quantity being the “neutral” 
countries to handle repatriation. If 
these should be Russian satellites, the 
solution, of course, would be unac- 
ceptable. 

There are hopeful signs that the 
Soviet Union, beset with internal trou- 
bles and with a satellite empire that is 
anything but happy, may be exploring 
the possibilities of a peaceful approach 
+7 the West. 

It is almost certain that Malenkov’s 
new government needs time to assume 
some form and shape that will whip 
the reluctant slave empire behind it 
and that Stalin’s death did leave a void 
that must be filled by events of the 
future. 

One defense official is quoted as 
saying: “But remember, we aren’t shut- 
ting down a single gun factory for a 
single day. We haven’t torn up one 
blueprint for one airplane. We haven't 
reduced a draft call.” And we had 
better follow this policy until the So- 
viet through actions proves its good in- 
tentions. 

Perhaps we are entering a new era 
when co-operation will replace obstruc- 
tion and enmity, but as the poet, Omar 
Khayyam, expressed it so long ago: 


“There was a door to which I 
found no key; 

There was a veil past which I 
could not see.” 


There must be peaceful actions, not 
just words. And agreements must be 
foolproof, leakproof, and ironclad. 
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Florida Fire Is 
A Tragic Reminder 


The Florida nursing home fire was 
an awful thing — crippled, mentally 
handicapped, aged and hence helpless 
people burned to death without a 
chance at escape. 

As usual with such holocausts, there 
will be investigations. As usual, they 
will come too late. . 

In general, it isn’t lack of laws regu- 
lating nursing homes and hospitals and 
other institutions-of that nature that is 
the trouble. We have the laws. 

It is failure at compliance and an 
apathetic attitude toward enforcement

that create the hazards leading to dis- 
aster. The management doesn’t de- 
liberately let a home for the aged be- 
come a firetrap. But it becomes care- 
less, and safeguards cost money, and 
no one comes along to force obedience 
of the law. 

It’s the attitude that makes the 
school lackadaisical about fire drills. 
It’s the false feeling of security which 
makes us apathetic even now about 
civil defense. It’s the thinking that ac- 
counted for a scarcity of life preservers 
on the Titanic because the Titanic 
“couldn’t sink.” . 

‘Investigate!’ the nation cries after 
the Florida disaster. There will be in- 
vestigations. They will help for awhile 
and then we will slip back into our old 
ways until another nursing home or an- 
other hospital or school burns. 

We haven’t learned yet that fire 
prevention is an around-the-clock, day- 
in-day-out business, that posting of the 
rules alone won’t make a place safe. 

No one realizes that better than At- 
lantans. We've had more than our 
share of tragic fires. The Florida ca- 
tastrophe is an awful reminder that it 
has happened here. It can happen 
again if we forget and drop our guard. 


Thompson Passing 
Is Loss to Atlanta 


The passing of Oscar R. Thompson, 
Atlanta businessman and civic-minded 
citizen, removes a builder from our 
midst. As head of one of the South’s 
leading shoe retailing firms, he had 
contributed much to business progress 
and mercantile methods of the commu- 
nity. 

The story of Oscar Thompson was 
typically American and Georgian. A 
native of a small Georgia town, he 
rose from the position of clerk in an 
Augusta store to head Atlanta’s Thomp- 
son-Boland-Lee Shoe Co., and its four 
branches in the area. In addition, he 
found time to devote to many civic en- 
terprises and earned the love and re- 
spect of thousands ’of his friends and 
neighbors. 

In his death, Atlanta and Georgia 
have suffered a grievous loss.

Fight on Bohlen 


Points to Future 


WASHINGTON —When the smoke 
cleared away from President Eisenhower’s 
first big battle with Congress—that bewil- 
dering fracas in the Senate over the nomi- 
nation of Charles E. Bohlen as ambassador 
to Russia — there was 
revealed for the gen- 
eral in the White House 
the nature of the con- 
gressional terrain over 
Which he must maneu- 
ver henceforth. 

It was, first and 
foremost, a battle with- 
in the Republican 
Party. Only two Demo- 
crats were in the bak- 

ee er’s dozen that voted 
saheient the Bohlen confirmation and 
against the President. 

Isolated so that all could see, including 
the President, was a group in his party 
with which hereafter he undoubtedly must 
grapple from time to time on foreign policy 
matters. It could very well become what 
came to be called in the Woodrow Wilson 
Democratic era ‘‘bitter-enders’’ or ‘‘a little 
group of willful men.’’ All .are from the 
Midwest and Southwest except Senator 
Bridges €N. H.), Senate president pro tem, 
and all are recognized adherents of the 
Taft wing of the party. 

For that reason, Senator Taft, who was 
unable to whip these recalcitrants into line, 
came off with less prestige in the ultimate 
victory than did President Eisenhower, 


' energetically as the Ohio senator worked at 


this first big job as administration leader. 
Though the victory was at all times as- 
sured, the President pulled the spotlight his 


“way in the final stages, and stole the lion’s 


share of the credit, by his 11th-hour stanch 
pronouncement of support. for Mr. Bohlen 
at his .Thursday news conference. This 
was accompanied, for good measuré, with 
a few sour apples in the direction of Sen- 
ator McCarthy (Rep., Wis.), who had taken 
over leadership of thé fight against the 
President’s nominee. . 

A fortuitous recess of the Senate over 
Thursday until Friday gave the President 
the opportunity to dramatize his own inter- 
vention at a strategic point, and the ab- 
sence of debate in the Senate that day per- 
mitted full play of what he had to say. So 
that it all worked out very nicely in the end. 

President Eisenhower finally came to 
see that the Bohlen affair was the test of 
his leadership which, unless met, could 
very well mean a weakening of his pres- 
tige and influence with Congress that could 
have a slowly disintegrating effect. This 
became even more apparent when Senator 
McCarthy jumped-intothe fray and took 
command of thé opposition. The Presi- 
dent:had to stand up and fight—or else. It 
was his political battle of the bulge. 

Another thing already obvious but heav- 
ily underscored by the Bohlen affair was 
the depéndence of President Eisenhower on 
the Democrats if he hopes to carry out his 
foreign policy objectives as they have be- 
come known. That holds for the House as 
well as the Senate.

English Maintain a Neat Balance 


Between Tradition and Efficiency 


NEW YORK—A famed U. S. instant 
coffee company, sending a crop of award 
winners to thé ‘coronation of Elizabeth II. 
recently had them briefed by a variety of 
authorities on that most 
baffling of studies—the 
British character. 

The experts reached, 
by devious and some- 
what foggy © avenues, 
the conclusion that the 
British rate admiration 
as a. people who walk 
eonfidently on a _ tight 
rope, who have a neat 
balance between Ss€nti- 
ment and hardheaded- 
ness, tradition and modern efficiency, hoary 
age and effervescent youth. 

Madame De Ellaigye tried fo ‘express 


the confusing outlook of the English toward 


their queen: 

“Here are the ‘strongly nationalistic 
British crowning a queen descended from 
the invaders of .1066 who reigns but does 
not rule in one of the world’s greatest de- 
mocracies,’’ she said, looking out over a 
sea of perplexéd winners... 

“Pomp and circumstance will “be rolled 
out. Yet what do the British people like 
most about their quéen? Shé’s a young 
working wife and «mother balancing home 
and job just like every other working 
mother. The lovers of pomp and circum- 
stance. like the fact that she’s a plain, 
simple character with no frills and none 
of the peperts of the haughty, aristocratic 
queen.’ 

The viscoumtess of Buckmaster told the 
winners that they, and England’s top peo- 
ple, would have to play second fiddle to 
some: rosy-jawed schoolboys at the coro- 
nation.

Why Barabbas, 
And Not J esus? 


will ye that I release unt 
Baral , or Jesus which. is called 
(Matthew 27 :15). 

This is one of the most dreadful ques 
tions of.history. It is the question of Pilate, 
a no-count, time-serving and sncensequat 
tial Roman procurator & ‘ 
of Judea, whose name 
is remembered only be- 
eause he played a role 
in the drama of Christ's 
trial. - Pilate’s author- 
ity came to an end a 
few short months after 
the crucifixion of Jesus. 

At the time of the 
Passover, harsh-handed 
Rome apparently _re- 
laxed long enough to , 
offer clemency to some widely heralded 
criminal. When Christ stood before Pilate, 
a prisoner named Barabbas was held in 
confinement. John’s Gospel] says that he 
was a robber, perhaps a highwayman simi- 
lar to the one who figures in the story of 
the Good Samaritan. The other Gospels « 
suggest that he was a notable revolution- :; 
ist who in an insurrection had committed ~ 
murder. 

Pilate doubted the charge made against 
Christ. He sought, it would seem, some re- 
lease for Jesus. He offered to release 
Jesus or Barabbas. Surely Barabbas, a . 
murderer and a disturber of the peace, 
would be an unwelcome member in the 
community. Surely Christ, whose life was ; 
one of loving service, would be welcomed. 
The people rejected Christ and they chose 
Barabbas. Why? 

Some answer may be found in the mod- 
ern study of crowd psychology. Perhaps 
the religious leaders, whose positions of 
power and authority were threatened by 
the popularity and ministry of the Galilean, 
incited a weak-willed and easily led mob 
to shout for Barabbas.

alike in the other spe- 

cies. 

The ladybugs come 
135,000 to the gallon and 2 gaa 
it takes about 16 gallons or 2,000,000 to 
exterminate the other bugs in 100 acres of 
cotton.

While the ladybug business is new to 
me, I had heard that the government 
would send you wasps to fight cotton cush- 
ion worms that attack boxwoods.

NEW YORK, March 30—(#—The medals Jim Thorpe won 
in the 1912 Olympic games and which he hoped, to the day of 
his death, would some day be returned, still are in the hands 
of th men who finished second in the decathlon and pen- 
tathlon competitions. The other trophies are in the Olympic 
Museum at Lausanne, Switzerland. 


The medals and trophies were taken away from Thorpe 
when he won the two Olympic all-around events. They were 
given to Ferdinand R. Bie of Norway and Hugo Weislander 
of Sweden, who had finished second and were later named as 
the ‘‘official’’ winners of the pentathlon. - 


A legend grew up over the years that Bie and Wies- 
Jander had refused to accept the medals, but two years ago 
they both denied that story and said they still had the medals. 
At that time Wieslander said he had promised to give his 
decathlon medal to the Swedish Sport Museum, 


Bie, who praised Thorpe as a great sportsman who de- 
served the medal, said he would be willing to return it if the 
International Olympic Committee and the Norwegian Sports 
Association approved.

Mil- 
lard Tydings in 
1950, and who 
gRerves as a 
member ofa 
Senate subcom- Senetes' tutte 
mittee on constitutional amend- 
ments, told the Atlanta Rotary 
Club: 


*‘Many treaties are now in the 
works which would affect your 
right to do business. I am not 
taking’sides and I am not con- 
demning the United Nations, but 
the fact that present treaty laws 
can leave United States citizens 
at the mercy of international UN 
Jaws and can threaten our basic 


freedoms is a problem we must 


face.’’ 

The Republican senator quoted 
a 1952 remark of Secretary of 
State Dulles that ‘‘treaty-making 
powers are extremely liable to 
abuse.’’ He pointed out that 
treaty law ‘‘can over-ride the 
Constitution and any state laws 
* which are at variance.” 

Butler predicted that his sub- 
committee would propose some 
amendments to present’ treaty 
laws to the Senate judiciary com- 
mittee. He said his group planned 
conferences next week with 
Dulles, Defense Secretary Wilson, 
Atty. Gen. Brownell, Mutual Se- 
curity Director Stassen, and other 
key policy-making figures. 

“This is a problem which de- 
serves the attention of all thought- 
ful citizens and one which legis- 
lators must face,’’ he told Rota- 
rians.
